Panel Studies F.B.I. Links

House of Representatives sub- 
committee has opened an in- 
vestigation into the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation’s relation- 
ship with Lee Harvey Oswald 
and Jack Ruby before President 
Kennedy’s assassination, the 
subcommittee’s chairman said 
today. 

This is the first official public 
inquiry by Congress into 
whether evidence was withheld 
from the Warren Commission, 
since its report saying that Os- 
wald was the sole assassin was 
issued in 1964. 

Representative Don Edwards, 
chairman of the Civil and Con- 
stitutional Rights Subcommit- 
tee, said that the purpose of 
his panel’s investigation “is not 
to reopen the Warren Commis- 
sion, others may later decide 
to do that, but to set the rec- 
ord straight on just what went 

on "

The California Democrat said 
that several recent disclosures 
about the F.B.IJs role before 
|the assassination on Nov. 22, 
1963, had convinced members 
of the subcommittee that the 
matter required its scrutiny. 
|Mr. Edward’s subcommittee has

jthe F.B.L and has been con 
ducting a long-term investiga- 
tion into the bureau's ■ opera- 
tions. 

He said that the subcommit- 
tee had scheduled public hear- 
ings for next Monday and Tues- 
day and had asked senior F.B.I. 
officials to testify under oath. 
It; may later subpoena F.BJ. 
field agents involved in various 
phases of the case, he added. 

He . said that the committee 
would concentrate on the fol- 
lowing three main areas in its 
initial investigation:

The House committee’s in- 
vestigation- is only one' of sever- 
al reappraisals of Kennedy as-j 
sassination evidence.

A Broader Inquiry 
The Senate committee has 
a broader mandate than does 
Mr. Edwards’s panel. It can 
gaitherevidence on the Central 
Intelligence Agency’s activities 
as well as.

Based upon what Mr. Schweik- 
er already learned as a member 
of the intelligence committee, 
he called last month for the 
Warren Commission’s inquiry 
to ’be reopened.

The events surrounding the 
destruction of the Oswald letter 
by the F.B.I. are under investi- 
gation both within the bureau 
and by the, Criminal Division 
of the Department of Justice. 

Though the Oswald letter was 
delivered to the F.B.I. before 
President Kennedy was shot,, 
law enforcement sources have 
said, the bureau apparently I did 
not tell anyone about ■: the 
threat. 

After the President wasj 
killed, the Oswald letter was 
removed from - the; file and de- 
stroyed. Several sources have 
said that the destruction, may 
have been on Mr. Hoover’s or- 
ders, but this is still under 
investigation. 

Despite the threat, contained 
in the letter, both- Mr. Hoover 
and James P. Hosty Jr., the 
special agent who was investi- 
gating Oswald at the time, ’told 
the Warren 'Commission that 
they had no reason, before the 
Kennedy shooting to believe i 
that Oswald, was capable ofj 
violence. 
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
